Marathon fundraiser in 
memory of sister Brenda

JUST a year after her 
sister’s sudden death, an 
Isle of Dogs woman is 
planning a demanding 
endurance challenge to 
help raise money to 
tackle the disease which 
killed her sibling. 

Brenda Modest died in June 
last year, just five weeks after 
being diagnosed with pancre- 
atic cancer. 

And now her younger sister 
Serina Julien is taking part in the 
100km Thames Path Challenge, 
described as an ultra-marathon 
along the Thames Path 
National Trail from London 
to Gloucestershire. 

Serina, 37, told East End Life: 
"Brenda was born and raised 
in Tower Hamlets, she went 
to Langdon Park School and 
she lived in Bow for most of her 
adult life." 

Although her older sister was 
quiet by nature, Serina said 
she was very active and well- 
known in the community, and 
was loved by dearly by her 
family and friends. 

"Brenda held a number of 
jobs, but her greatest love was 
when she worked as a nursery 
nurse at Virginia Primary School 
in Bethnal Green. She also did 
a lot of voluntary work with the 
Bromley by Bow Community 
Centre," added Serina. 

She said pancreatic cancer, 
which is the fifth most common 
cause of cancer death in the UK,

does not show any significant 
signs or symptoms in the 
early stages. 

"It has a poor prognosis - 


like in my sister's case. "By 
the time someone goes to 
the doctor's and is diagnosed, 
the disease is usually quite 
advanced," Serina said. 

The mother-of-two has 
recently returned to work, but 
trains around her young 
family and aims to raise more 
than £1,000 towards research 
into the disease. 

"My preparation includes 
circuit training and I can be seen 
running around the E14 area," 
she said. 

Serina is taking part in the 
Thames Path Challenge on 
Saturday, September 13.

Probe launched after fire damages flats 


THE first floor lobby of a block of flats 
in Poplar was damaged by fire last 
Tuesday, August 19. 

Four engines and around 20 firefighters from 
Poplar, Bethnal Green, Whitechapel and Millwall 
fire stations attended the blaze in Coldharbour 
as residents were instructed to remain in their 
flats to avoid smoke inhalation. 

A London Fire Brigade spokesman said 
emergency procedures were different if you live 
in a flat as opposed to being in a house. 

"Flats and maisonettes are built to give you 


some protection from fire - a minimum of 30 
minutes and up to 60," he said. 

"Walls, floors and doors will hold back flames 
and smoke for a time. If there is a fire elsewhere 
in the building, but not inside your home you're 
usually safer staying in your flat unless heat or 
smoke is affecting you. 

"If you leave your flat you could be rushing into 
choking smoke, the fire itself or firefighters 
using equipment to bring the fire under control 
in another part of the building." 

The cause of Tuesday's fire is being investigated.

AS the world continues to 
move towards the digital 
revolution, services need 
to evolve or risk being 
left behind.

Wartime stories 
brought to life

THE Geffrye Museum has 
won a grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund for 
a project to mark the 
centenary of World War I. 

It has been awarded £8,600 
for Writing Home which com- 
memorates the war through the 
real life story of Private Arthur 
Webb (pictured), who joined 
the Machine Gun Corps in 1914 
and was killed ten days before 
the end of the war, aged 20. 

The one-year learning project, 
which starts in September, uses 
Arthur's personal belongings 
and letters sent from the West- 



ern Front to his sister, Winnie. 


They will be used with the 
Geffrye 's own collections and 
1910 period room to explore 
the stories of those left behind 
and consider the impact of the 
Great War on everyday life. 


Janice Welch, interim head 
of learning at the museum in 
Kingsland Road, E2, said: "We are 
excited to be able to bring 
Arthur's story to life. 

"The project will actively 
encourage participants to learn 
more about the First World War 
and develop new skills." 

The project will include a 
theatre-in-education session, 
an exhibition of children's writ- 
ten work and a family day. 

There will also be a youth- 
focused podcast project for 
young people aged 14 and 24 
and Writing Home will support 
literacy skills in local primary 
and secondary schools.

A YOUNG Winston Churchill shelters 
amid a phalanx of armed policemen, 
staring nervously up at a Sidney 
Street window. 

A group of ragged schoolchildren, caps 
on heads, even the toddlers, gaze intently 
out of a photograph, captivated by a lens. 
A crowd of dozens, willing yet again to pose 
for a photographer in those days when the 
captured image was a novelty, gather 
outside the Russian vapour baths at No 86 
Brick Lane. 

And a man sprints across the Mile End 
Road, dodging his way between lorries and 
trams, as billboards for the News of the 
World and Wales's Stout gaze down, his run 
frozen forever by the unseen photographer. 

Unseen and unknown. For the men and 
women on the other side of the camera are 
lost in time, unheralded recorders of their 
day. A new book, Whitechapel and Stepney 
Through Time gathers together pictures of 
the East End from the late 18th and early 
19th century, juxtaposing them artfully with 
shots of the same locations today. 

As ever, there is sadness at how much is 
lost - bombs, slum clearance and misguided 
urban improvement has swept away much 
of Tower Hamlets, some of it for the 
better, much not. 

But the fascination is seeing how many 
of the old buildings remain, sometimes 
hedged about by new buildings, a grand 
Victorian redbrick shouldering uncom- 
fortably against a 21st century glass box on 
one side and a grey-streaked slab of 
unprepossessing 1970s concrete on the 
other. The East End has always been a 
patchwork quilt of old and new, and 
nowhere is it seen better than here. 

The chap sprinting across the Mile End 
Road, beautifully frozen by a camera 
shutter in 1931, is at the junction with 
Burdett Road, and it's completely 
unrecognisable as the wide, low-rise- 
flanked intersection of 2014 vintage. 

Tall buildings, the imposing La Boheme 
cinema, and those billboards, give it a 
far more bustling city feel than the latter 
day junction. 

Old Montague Street, similarly, is 
unrecognisable. A terrace of haphazard 
houses, many bowing under their own 
weight and lack of foundations, creates a 
picturesque image of what most of London 
looked like until a century ago. 

Most of London, of course, is not very old, 
such has been our enthusiasm for constant 
rebuilding. Sentiment is tempered of 
course, by the thought that the modern 
houses that stand there now will be 
considerably more pleasant to live in - 
water, heat, light and no infestations of 
cockroaches and bugs. 

But there are tragic losses too. A cache

of old photos of Wellclose Square confirm 
what a massive act of vandalism was the 
destruction of the square in the 1960s. 

Declared a slum in the 50s (though cer- 
tainly a salvageable one) it was razed. With 
it went two-and-a-half centuries of 
history and arguably the most historically 
important square in east London. The 
Wellclose Square watch-house is captured 
in a melancholy sepia tint, gazing out over 
the wet East End cobbles, a memory of a 
time when the East End had watch-houses 
and watchmen, in the days before the 
Metropolitan police force was established. 

Lost too is the old Danish church, which 
sat at the centre both of the square and of 
the Scandinavian community which set- 
tled in this area in the 17th and 18th cen- 
tury. Famous among them was the Swedish 
scientist, philosopher and mystic who 
lived in the square in the final years of his 


life. A photograph of the modern-day 
Swedenborg Gardens is sobering. A handy 
place to walk the dog for sure, but hardly 
recompense for the loss of one of the 
architectural gems of Stuart London. 

So much of the old London survived 
untouched for hundreds of years, right up 
to the early and middle years of the 20th 
century, because nobody had the will or 
money to knock it down and start again. 

For a brief period in the middle of the 20th 
century we had the will and money but not 
the wisdom to know what to save. The 
conservation movement came not a 
moment too soon. 

But that's not to sentimentalise all that's 
old. The Underground was a terrible 
destroyer of the old London, driving lines 
and cuttings cavalierly through old 
communities. But photographs of the 
Underground stations - then new - show 



an optimism and excitement long gone 
from the subterranean travel most of us 
now treat as a chore. 

“Through tickets are issued to all parts 
of London!" boasts a huge sign dwarfing 
Whitechapel station, rather in the way the 
great termini talked of through trains to 
Brighton, Southend.. .even the Continent. 
We've lost our sense of wonder: jaded as 
we latter Londoners are, we accept the 
ability to buy a ticket from Whitechapel to 
the outer reaches of Ealing without 
question. Beneath the sign, as ever, East 
Enders gather to be part of the picture. 

And every picture was taken by one of 
the army of enthusiastic amateurs (and 
many more hard working, portrait snap- 
ping pros) willing to lug heavy equipment, 
endure painfully long and frequently 
ruined exposures and undertake compli- 
cated and messy processing. It was a 
labour of love to produce any of these 
photographs. Today we all have a camera 
at our fingertips, and dozens of carelessly 
taken and quickly forgotten snaps sitting 
on our phones. Few will have the charm of 
a turn of the 20th century picture of a gleam- 
ing new Whitechapel Art Gallery, or the 
historical importance of a snap of the 
soon-to-be-lost watch-house in White 
Horse Street. For those unseen (and large- 
ly unpaid) photographers, we should offer 
a vote of thanks.

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An innovative park 
in Bethnal Green is 
bursting with 
sustainable and green 
features, as Sarah 
McLaughlin reports.

An ideal habitat for native bees 


The park is a haven for people and wildlife 


THE borough’s first ‘pocket park’ 
has opened in Bethnal Green - 
transforming an eyesore previously 
blighted by fly-tipping and anti- 
social behaviour. 


And the result is a haven for residents and 
wildlife which also provides a quiet new 
bypass to the busy market area in Bethnal 
Green Road. 

The environmentally-friendly park in 
Derbyshire Street, behind Oxford House, was 
officially opened by Mayor Lutfur Rahman 
during a community event on August 15. 

What was a dead end section of public 
highway is now a sustainable, connected and 
usable community area. 

Eco-friendly features include the latest 
Sustainable urban Drainage Systems (SuDS), 
meaning that rainwater is soaked up by the 
green areas and does not go directly into the 
combined sewer system. 

The innovative project is the first in inner 
London to use such a variety of SuDS 
technologies which work by slowing and 
holding back the water that mns off, allowing 
natural processes to break down pollutants 

Other innovative features include 
rain attenuating containers with edible 
herbs, green roof shelters, habitat panels and 
an area for potential outdoor seating. 


Mayor Rahman said: “It is amazing the 
transformation that has taken place here in 

Derbyshire Street.

Created with input from residents, the park 


project involved the council, Oxford House, 
Greysmith Associates, the Greater London 
Authority (GLA) and Thames Water. 

Cllr Shahed Ali, cabinet member for clean 
and green, said: “The park is a good 
example of strong partnership work between 
the community, council and the GLA. 

“I am proud of what has been achieved 


here in Derbyshire Street and it shows 
other developers the extent that sustainable 
urban drainage systems can be worked into 
a community space to be enjoyed by all.” 

John Ryan, chief executive of Oxford 
House, said: “My office looks out over 
Derbyshire Street and six years ago I 
used to look out and see parked cars and

fly-tipped rubbish and wanted to change 
it. We have worked hard with Luke Greysmith 
and the council to develop the beautiful 
space we have today; one that can be used 
by Oxford House and the community as 
a whole." 

The space also has improved routes and 
facilities for pedestrians and cyclists and new 


cycle sheds, and a through lane to Weavers 
Fields creating a quiet, new alternative 
route to Bethnal Green Road. 

Work has been carried out to widen 
Derbyshire Street further down from the 
pocket park to allow more space for cyclists. 

The project was part-funded by the 
Mayor of London's Pocket Park initiative.

Eating out, eating in 

Tantalising delights 
await Muxima guests

BE still my beating 
muxima (heart in 
Kimbundu), what is this 
vision of loveliness amid 
the pound shops and pile 
’em high traders? 

Muxima already looks rather 
special from the outside, with 
a friendly looking giraffe in the 
window and twinkly lights. 

The atmosphere is laid-back 
to horizontal, and I'm already 
feeling soothed. 

This is aided further by the 
delivery of a little flat -white 
prepared with love and care, so 
much so that when a tiny 
amount of coffee breached the 
rim, it was taken away to be 
tidied and perfected. 

The brunch and lunch menu 
runs along Mies van der Rohe's 
idea of less is more: punchy and 
tantalising, there's something 
for everyone. 

We drooled at the idea of the 
flatbreads, plumping for the 
chorizo and haloumi options, 
alongside a Greek salad. 

The salad was a little overkill 
as both enormous flatbreads

came with grated carrot, 
courgette and rocket. Carrots 
were spiked with cumin and the 
courgette was muddled with 
mint, which was a rather loving 
touch for a simple lunch dish. 

I can barely describe how 
good the almond croissant 
bread and butter pudding is. 
Surely you can imagine by the 
name. 

Most importantly, this joint is 
a real tonic: they not only 
lovingly accepted Maggie the 


dog but gave her a bowl of 
water, they permeated patience 
and calm as we dithered over 
desserts, and we left feeling 
restored and ready for the 
afternoon. 

The interiors are a wonderful 
mix of piles of books, toys from 
the past and kooky lighting 
using recycled glasses and 
bottles. Fresh flowers adorn the 
tables and bottled water is 
offered on arrival. 

They do occasional pop-up 


dinners, as well as other 
exciting events including film 
nights, jam sessions and 
comedy nights. 

The concept is about involving 
the community and going from 
there. Have I sold this enough? 
Are you grabbing your coat 
and rushing out the door? 

Two ate and drank well for 
just shy of £25 which is a billy 
bargain in anyone's books.

Berxy pavlova roulade - serves 4-6 


Ingredients 

4 medium egg whites, (free 
range) 

250g caster sugar 
50g flaked almonds 
i50g mascarpone 


i50g double cream 
icing sugar to dust 

For the berry coulis... 

250g mixed berries 
1 tbsp caster sugar 


Method 

1. Pre-heat oven to 200°C/ i8o°C 
fan/gas mark 6 and line a 
23x33 Swiss roll tin or a baking 
tin with baking parchment. 

2. Whisk the egg whites until 
soft peaks appear then add 
caster sugar gradually. Whisk 
until stiff and glossy. 

3. Spread the mixture evenly 
over baking parchment, then 
smooth with a spatula, making 
sure that it's even. Sprinkle with 
the flaked almonds. 

4. Bake for 10-12 minutes or 
until the meringue is lightly 
golden. Turn down your oven to 
i6o°C and continue baking for 
another 20 minutes 

5. Remove from the oven and let 
it cool. After 5 minutes turn the 
meringue on to another 
baking parchment. Leave to 
cool for another 15 minutes. 


6 . While waiting, whip the 
cream until stiff, then in another 
bowl whip the mascarpone 
until light and fluffy. Fold 
the cream and mascarpone 
together. 

7. For the coulis, put the berries 
in a small saucepan with 
caster sugar. Bring to a boil 
and simmer for 5 minutes. 
Allow to cool before sieving 
into another container. 

8 . When the meringue is 
completely cool, spread the 
mascarpone and cream mix on 
to the meringue, then pour and 
spread half the coulis, saving the 
other half for serving. 

9. Roll up the meringue 
tightly with the aid of the 
baking parchment. Chill for 
an hour then dust with icing 
sugar. Serve with a drizzle of the 
remaining coulis.

Garden begins to bloom

A ROOF garden above 
the new Canary Wharf 
Crossrail station is starting 
to take shape after the 
first tree was craned into 
position. 

A magnolia tree was lifted 
through the stations semi open- 
air timber lattice roof. 


The roof garden is due to 
become a retail and leisure 
destination from next year, 
three years ahead of trains run- 
ning through the station. 

Canary Wharf Group began 
work on the new Crossrail 
station in 2009 developing 
115,000 sq ft of retail and leisure 
space on seven floors. 

They will include include a 


mix of shops, restaurants, bars 
and a cinema. 

Designed by Foster + Partners, 
the roof is made up of 56 
elliptical louvres made of 
anodised aluminium, allowing 
air flow and natural irrigation 
to reach the plants. 

A variety of species have 
been selected by landscape ar- 
chitects Gillespies as a nod to the 


heritage of the Docklands area, 
where many collectors arrived 
with exotic plants from new 
continents. 

A spokesman for Canary 
Wharf Group said: “As the 
newly planted trees grow and 
come into bloom, so too will 
Canary Wharf's ambitious 
expansion of the lifestyle and re- 
tail offering on the estate.”

Reap the rewards 
for months ahead 


Tips from Cable 
Street Community 
Gardens 

SUMMER is drawing to a 
close and now is the time 
to reap the rewards of all 
the hard work throughout 
the year - hopefully 
bountiful harvests and 
flowers aplenty. 

But, as always with garden- 
ing, it is also the time to start 
planning for the future. 

Early autumn is the time to 
order onion sets or Japanese 
onions ready for planting in a 
few weeks. Unless the ground 
is waterlogged, these should do 
well over winter, ready to 
harvest before the main crop. 

They can also be planted in 
containers, each onion (set) 
pressed into the soil pointed end 
up, around 4 inches (10 cms) 
apart so that just the tip is left 
above ground. Keep watered and 
weeded - not so necessary 
during the winter! 

Garlic can also be planted. 



Break individual cloves from 
the bulb and plant flat end 
down about 1.25 in (3 cm) into 
the soil. Garlic is very hardy and 
needs a period of cold to do well. 
They should be ready to harvest 
by midsummer. 

Long used in cooking, their 
benefits have been well 
catalogued, including helping 
the circulation and helping 
ward off coughs and colds. They 
are also a rich source of vitamin 
C when eaten raw. 

If spring seems far away, 
why not plant a few autumn 
flowering bulbs such as 
autumn crocuses, as well as 
ordering ones to bring colour 
and enjoyment to the dark 
dreary days at the beginning of 
the year. Happy gardening!

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Paralympics 
stars return 
to Stratford 

Paxalympics 

TWO years ago the nation 
sat mesmerized as 
disabled athletes gave us 
a new and unprecedented 
insight into the lives 
of Paralympians. 

The Paralympic Games at 
Stratford's Olympic Park opened 
our eyes to a parallel world of 
sport on a spectacular scale - 
showing a worldwide audience 
of millions that disability did not 
mean the inability to perform. 

Never before has the 
Paralympic Games had such a 
platform and it has now made 
the event one of the most 
popular in the sporting calendar. 

On Saturday August 30, you 
can re-live it all again when 
international swimmers will 
once again compete in the 
London Aquatics Centre in the 
Oueen Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

Building on the success of last 
year's inaugural event, a day of 
celebrations is taking place 
across the country including a 
free family festival in the Park, 
showcasing the best in 
disability sports and arts. 

Exactly two years to the day 
since Great Britain won its first 
medals at the London 2012

of racing.

be the stars of boccia, goalball and 
wheelchair basketball.

Gemili’s silver lining 
turns into double gold

WATCH out Usain Bolt, 
Asafa Powell and Tyson 
Gay, there’s a new kid on 
the block and he’s after 
your sprint crowns. 

University of East London 
student Adam Gemili took the 
athletics world by storm when 
he won the European title in 
Zurich. 

And the manner of Gemili's 
victory over the reigning 
champion, the Frenchman 
Christophe Lemaitre, earmarks 
him for greatness. 

Gemili, whose fellow UEL 
sports student Bianca Williams 
also rose to the occasion, 
destroyed the top-class field, 
becoming Great Britain's 100th 
European gold medallist. 

In the process he also equalled 
his personal best time of 19.98s, 
came close to breaking John 
Regis's British record of 19.97s 
and became the fastest 200m 
sprinter in Europe this year. 

The sprint star won a 100m 
silver medal at the 
Common-wealth Games in 
Glasgow two weeks earlier, 
where he also won a second gold 
after leading the 4x100m relay 
team to victory. 

“Now I get to stand on top of 
the podium and listen to the 
national anthem," he beamed. 

“That is something I only 


imagine would happen 
playing football for England." 

Two years ago Gemili was 
playing football for Thurrock so 
his rise to the top of athletics in 
such a short time has been 
quite remarkable. 

He is now a new golden boy 


and his aim will be a world 
title next year and an Olympic 
title in Rio in 2016. 

In Switzerland, after sprinting 
across the line, his face 
suggested he couldn't believe he 
had struck gold. 

If Gemili is destined for big 


things, then so is fellow 
student Bianca Williams. After 
taking home a silver and bronze 
from Glasgow, Williams knew 
the European Championships 
would be a much tougher 
proposition. 

In the semi-final she left it late 
to steal second place and 
qualify automatically for the 
final - and knew she would have 
a tougher time in the final. 

But this 20-year-old is an 
undoubted star of the future and 
will improve vastly by the time 
Rio comes round. 

In the final she was in the 
dreaded lane 8 and, like the semi, 
she had to stage a late surge to 
earn a creditable fourth place. 

The title was won by the 
pre-race favourite Dafne 
Schippers, of the Netherlands, 
who also took the 100m crown. 

Behind her was second 
favourite Myriam Soumare with 
Britain's other golden girl, Jodie 
Williams, getting silver. 

“I was still tired from the 
previous races, but if you had 
told me I would get silver and 
bronze in Glasgow and a fourth 
place here - 1 would have been 
happy," she said. 

“I am pleased with fourth 
place and would have settled for 
that before the start. 

“I always knew it would be 
difficult starting from lane 8, but 
I have no complaints."

“Then I met someone from 
the Pillion Trust and they got 
me into a shelter, before being 
introduced to the Ambassadors 
Football Project. 

“Now I have a home in Brick 
Lane, my life has turned around." 

Jaymaine, who works as 
cargo crew at Heathrow Airport, 
was invited for trials with 
Chelsea four or five years ago, 
but admits: “I didn't take it 
seriously and now regret miss- 
ing out on a great opportunity. 


“I won't make that mistake 
again and I hope this world stage 
will lead me to the big time." 

He was chosen for the team 
after a trial staged by Arsenal. 

He usually plays as either 
centre midfield or on the wing 
for Whitechapel Genesis, which 
is run by charity Ambassadors 
Football GB with Tower 
Hamlets organisations The Good 
Shepherd Mission, Booth House 
and Whitechapel Mission. 

The project has been 


running for five years and was 
set up to help men who are 
unemployed or homeless. 

Football is used to engage 
individuals and maximise ways 
it can help people on a physical, 
social and emotional level. 

The team trains weekly at 
Whitechapel Sports Centre, 
enters football tournaments, 
goes on trips away, runs 
coaching courses and promotes 
different opportunities for 
participants to apply.
